To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  a  Treasurer  and  a 
Highway  Agent  for  the  ensuing  year  and  a  Selectman,  a  Ceme- 
tery Trustee,  a  Library  Trustee,  a  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  and 
to  elect  two  members  of  the  Budget  Committee  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  elect  S  delegates  to  the  Constitutional 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  Rye 
School  District  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  procedure 
adopted  by  said  District  at  its  March  1962  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  4.  On  petition  of  Charles  V.  Tallman  and  49 
others  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Ordin- 
ance for  the  Town  of  Rye,  N.  H.  by  the  addition  to  the  Zoning 
Map  thereof  of  the  Isles  of  Shoals,  showing  the  same  to  be  class- 
ified thereunder  as  a  Single  Residence  District.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Forty-five  Thousand  Five  Hundred 
Ninety-five  ($45,595.00)  Dollars  for  construction  and  equipping 
of  4  tennis  courts  in  the  Recreation  Area.

1973  Town  Warrant,  these  funds  to  be  taken  from  the  special 
fund  created  under  the  State  and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of 
1972   (Title  I,  Public  Law  92-512)   approved  October  20,  1972.

On  Petition  of  Marjorie  C.  Gifford  and  22 
others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Twenty-eight  Thousand  (.^28,000.00)  Dollars  for  the  purpose 
of  renovating  and  improving  the  present  Town  Hall  building 
and  the  land  thereon  for  use  as  Town  Officers  and  authorize 
the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from 
the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  ^^rovisions  of 
the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
existing  town  ordinances  relating  to  the  use  or  presence  of 
motor  vehicles,  bicycles  and  animals  on  the  beaches  and  the 
surfing  ordinance  by  changing  the  effective  dates  thereof  from 
the  present  June  to  October  1  to  from  June  1st  to  November  1st. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the 
hours  of  voting  so  that  the  polls  will  open  at  nine  o'clock  A.M. 
and  will  not  close  before  seven  o'clock  P.M.  at  all  future  elections 
held  within  the  Town  of  Rye  or  until  amended  by  vote  of  the 
Town. 

ARTICLE  20.  On  Petition  of  Edward  F.  Meany  and  16 
others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  enact  the  following:  the 
Selectmen  must,  upon  acquiring  title  to  real  property,  by  tax 
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collector's  deed,  submit  to  both  the  Conservation  Commission 
and  the  Planning  Board  a  listing  and  description  of  such 
properties.  The  Commission  and  the  Board,  separately  or 
jointly,  are  to  make  written  recommendations  to  the  Selectmen 
as  to  whether  such  lands  should  be  kept  for  public  purposes  by 
the  Town  for  recreation,  conservation,  protection  of  wild  life 
habitat,  retention  of  open  spaces  or  other  Town  purposes  pur- 
suant to  R.S.A.  80:42-1. 

ARTICLE  21.  On  Petition  of  Edward  F.  Meany  and  10 
others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  following  rules  in 
regard  to  the  conduct  of  all  Town  Meetings: 

1.  At  any  Town  Meeting,  all  articles  in  the  Warrant,  that 
specify  the  appropriation  or  expenditure  of  any  money,  shall  be 
considered  and  voted  on  ahead  of  all  non-money  articles.  This 
shall  include  the  vote  on  the  Town  budget. 

2.  If  at  any  time  prior  to  the  final  adjournment  of  said 
meeting  a  motion  is  made  to  reconsider  any  action  taken  on  an 
article,  actual  reconsideration  of  the  article  shall  not  take  place 
until  at  least  seven  days  from  the  date  on  which  the  motion  to 
reconsider  was  acted  upon.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  where 
such  reconsideration  shall  take  place  shall  be  published  in  a  news- 
paper of  general  circulation  in  the  Town  and  also  be  posted 
wherever  the  original  Warrant  was  posted,  at  least  three  (3)  days 
before  the  reconsideration  of  the  article. 

ARTICLE  22.  On  Petition  of  Laurie  D.  Scott  and  11 
others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
resolution:  that  the  Selectmen  provide  for  the  tax  map  being 
kept  up  to  date,  together  with  placing  in  the  budget  a  sum  of 
money  sufficient  for  the  annual  updating  of  the  tax  map  as  well 
as  a  cross  reference  index  to  the  map  showing  the  owner  of  each 
parcel. 

ARTICLE  2o.  On  petition  of  Frances  I.  Holway  and  H 
others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  determine  that  upon  the  retire- 
ment of  the  present  town  clerk,  Raelene  L.  White, 

a.  future  town  clerks  shall  be  paid  a  stated  salary  in  lieu 
of  fees  and  that  the  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  town  treasurer  at 
least  monthly,  or  as  directed  by  the  Selectmen,  for  the  use  of  the 
Town,  the  salary  to  be  proposed  in  the  Town  budget  by  the 
budget  committee  and  to  be  based  on  the  estimated  amount  of 
time  which  the  town  clerk  usually  gives  to  the  duties  of  that 
position;  and 


b.  the  Selectmen  may  recommend  to  the  budget  committee 
that  the  town  clerk  perform  other  services  lor  the  Town  in  the 
time  not  taken  up  with  the  clerk's  regular  duties,  and  to  be  paid 
for  on  a  commensurate  basis;  and 

c.  all  future  town  clerks  shall  be  given  office  space  in  a 
municipal  building  and  be  directed  to  conduct  the  Town's 
business  from  that  place. 

ARTICLE  24.  On  Petition  of  Laurie  D.  Scott  and  12  others, 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  13  as  passed  in 
the  Town  Meeting  of  1970  to  delete  the  words  "area  of  parcel" 
in  the  last  sentence,  so  that  the  revised  articl  will  now  read  as 
follows: 

To  require  the  biannual  publication  known  as  "Property 
Evaluation"  to  be  published  and  made  available  within  thirty 
days  after  the  first  tax  bills  are  mailed  and  that  further,  such 
publications  shall  list  each  individual  parcel  of  real  estate  shown 
on  the  Tax  Warrant.  Additionally,  the  listing  of  each  individual 
parcel  shall  reflect  the  map  reference  number  as  keyed  to  the 
assessor's  map,  the  owner,  the  land  value,  the  building  value  and 
the  total  assessment. 

ARTICLE  25.  On  Petition  of  Donald  J.  Philbrick  and  12 
others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a  public  high- 
way, the  road  named  Stonewall  Lane. 

ARTICLE  26.  On  Petition  of  Elizabeth  R.  Burke  and  16 
others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen, 
with  approval  of  the  Highway  Agent,  to  accept  Fairway  Drive 
as  a  Town  road  upon  its  completion  on  or  before  July  1,  1974 
and  to  secure  said  completion  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
accept  a  performance  bond  to  insure  completion  in  accordance 
with  the  subdivision  regulations  and  the  road  specifications  as 
approved  by  the  Rye  Beach  Planning  Board. 

ARTICLE  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Rye,  New  Hampshire 
will  vote  to  adopt  the  1973  National  Fire  Protection  Association's 
Life  Safety  Code  101.  This  code  deals  with  life  safety  from  fire 
and  like  emergencies.  It  covers  construction,  petroleum,  and 
occupancy  features  to  minimize  danger  to  life  from  fire,  smoke, 
fumes,  or  panic  before  the  buildings  are  vacated.  It  specifies  the 
number,  size,  and  arrangement  of  exit  facilities  sufficient  to 
permit  prompt  escape  of  occupants  from  buildings  or  structures 
in  case  of  fire  or  other  conditions  dangerous  to  life.  However, 
private  homes  are  excluded. 

This  code  gives  the  local  authority  the  jurisdiction.

Budget  Committees 
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Selectmen's  Report 


This  has,  as  usual,  been  another  busy  year  for  the  Selectmen 
as  well  as  all  Town  officials  and  employees.  Rye  is  reaching  the 
point  of  being  a  not-so-small,  small  town  and  as  this  year's 
proposed  budget  indicates,  it  is  a  million  dollar  business.  Rye 
is  and  has  been  extremely  fortunate  to  have  as  officers  and  em- 
ployees, persons  whose  first  concern  has  always  been  the  Town 
of  Rye  above  all  else.  Our  police  and  fire  departments  are  always 
on  call  day  or  night;  our  highway  agent  and  his  department 
spend  many  unpaid  hours  when  the  need  arises  and  our  Tax 
Collector  and  Selectmen's  secretary  are  often  at  work  late  in 
the  evening  if  the  occasion  necessitates  it.  These  extras  many 
times  go  unnoticed  and  unthanked.  As  Chairman,  I  extend  a 
special  thanks  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  all  employees  and 
department  heads  for  their  fine  and  dedicated  work.  The 
criticism  leveled  at  some  town  employees  by  some  people  is 
simply  unfair  and  completely  unwarranted. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  I  extend  a  special 
thanks  to  "Charlie"  Gordon  for  well  over  40  years  of  service  to 
Rye.  The  entire  Town  owes  a  tremendous  debt  of  gratitude  to 
"Charlie"  for  good  work,  for  long  hours  and  for  no  complaints. 
His  satisfaction  came  from  the  quiet  knowledge  that  he  had 
done  his  best. 

For  the  second  straight  year  the  books  of  the  Town  remain 
unaudited  by  the  State.  Because  of  a  vote  at  the  Town  Meeting 
in  1972,  the  State  Tax  Commission  was  to  audit  the  books.  The 
State  has  not  found  time  to  do  so  and  for  that  reason  your 
Selectmen  are  supporting  the  article  which  asks  to  return  to  our 
former  system  of  audit  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant. 

This  year's  warrant  includes  an  article  calling  for  renovation 
of  the  Town  Hall.  The  Selectmen  approach  this  with  some  mixed 
feelings.  It  is  an  old  building  and  would  need  a  great  deal  of 
work.  In  compliance  with  the  vote  at  last  year's  meeting  the 
Selectmen  secured  an  oral  option  on  a  piece  of  land  near  the 
center  for  construction  of  a   Town   Office   Building.   A  special 
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town  meeting  was  instituted  but  because  oi  problems  which 
eventually  led  to  the  withdrawal  oi  the  offer,  the  meeting  was 
never  formally  called.  Thus  we  are  left  with  a  definite  need  for 
a  town  building  and  an  old  Town  Hall.  We  leave  that,  as  we 
properly  should,  to  the  wisdom  of  the  voters. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  issue  to  face  the  the  Town  during  1973 
and  indeed  during  the  coming  year  or  even  ever,  is  the  proposed 
oil  refinery  with  an  off-shore  terminal  at  the  Isles  of  Shoals.  The 
Selectmen  take  no  formal  stand  as  yet  on  this  issue  but  will  be 
guided  by  the  questions  asked  on  the  ballot  to  be  answered  by 
the  voters.  It  is,  however,  a  matter  of  vital  concern  to  our  Town 
and  its  future.  Every  citizen  of  our  Town  has  an  awesome  re- 
sponsibility to  learn  as  much  as  possible  about  this  proposal  and 
its  potential  effect  on  our  Town.  Your  Selectmen  recognize  and 
will  meet  their  responsibility  as  well. 

Finally,  it  has  been  a  privilege  for  the  Selectmen  to  serve  the 
citizens.  It  is  at  times  an  arduous  task  but  always  rewarding.

At  the  end  of  a  busy  nine  and  one  halt  months,  I  submit 
my  first  report  as  Road  Agent: 

My  first  task,  last  March,  was  the  assessment  of  manage- 
ment practices,  equipment  resources,  and  immediate  problems 
followed  by  the  establishment  of  priorities.  A  purchase  order 
system  of  bookkeeping  has  been  initiated  for  the  Highway 
Department.  Job  descriptions  have  been  developed  for  each 
employee  as  well  as  for  myself  and  are  on  file  in  the  Office  of 
the  Selectmen. 

Proper  drainage  is  necessary  to  both  longer  wear  and 
lower  maintenance  cost  of  all  of  our  roads.  To  my  knowledge, 
no  permanent  record  of  drains  and  culverts  existed  and  these 
are  now  being  mapped.  Seeking  to  solve  the  worst  drainage 
problems  first,  time  has  been  spent  in  the  cleaning  and  repair 
of  many  existing  drains,  in  seeking  easement  rights  for  new 
drainage  in  some  cases,  and  planning  new  culvert  and  drainage 
construction  in  others. 

Early  in  the  spring,  I  surveyed  the  town  with  a  tree  expert 
recording  both  dead  and  diseased  trees  for  which  the  Town 
is  liable.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Public  Service  Co. 
of  N.  H.  we  were  able  to  remove  ninety  six  of  the  most 
dangerous  trees.  Unfortunately,  Dutch  Elm  Disease  is  now  so 
prevalent  that  our  work  is  still  far  from  a  program  of  regular 
tree  maintenance.  Permission  to  remove  all  trees  is  obtained 
via  provisions  of  the  Scenic  Road  Law. 

I  have  outlined  a  program  for  resurfacing  based  upon 
present  road  conditions.  This  year  (applying  the  fifty  per  cent 
State  Highway  Subsidy)  ,  three-fourths  of  Washington  Road, 
Huntervale  Avenue,  Douglas  Circle,  and  the  road  to  the 
Elementary  School  were  shimmed  and  hot  topped.  It  is  my  hope 
to  continue  this  process;  however,  outlook  from  the  asphault 
suppliers  is  uncertain  at  this  time.  Continuation  of  sealing 
other  roads  by  means  of  oil  and  sand  as  a  less  expensive  and 
less  durable  method  of  preservation  is  also  in  jeopardy  due  to 
the  oil  crisis. 

Plowing  procedures  are  still  being  reviewed  and  it  is  an- 
ticipated  that,   following  our   first  snowfall,    they   may   require 
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some  adjustment.  Purchase  of  a  four-wheel  drive,  three-quarter 
ton  truck,  with  plow,  will  free  more  of  the  larger  trucks  for 
main  road  duty.  During  periods  of  icing,  salt  application  must 
be  given  time  to  work  before  plowing  can  be  effective. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  surrounding  towns  have  increasingly 
restricted  dumping,  it  has  become  necessary  for  us  to  employ  a 
full  time  attendant  at  the  brush  and  wood  dump  in  order  to 
protect  our  own  interests.  Our  rubbish  dump,  with  landfill 
operation,  is  now  within  a  few  months  of  reaching  capacity. 
Dump  facilities  are  a  cooperative  responsibility  as  the  Selectmen 
must  provide  the  site  and  the  Highway  Department  is  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  maintaining  it. 

At  the  time  that  we  posted  the  beaches  for  the  summer, 
wooden  steps  were  constructed  and  installed  over  the  rocks  at 
Sawyer's  Beach  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  1973. 

Rye  has  many  unpaved  roads,  often  dead  end,  for  which 
the  Town  has  traditionally  provided  minimum  maintenance 
and  plowing.  Due  to  the  amount  of  taxable  property  on  these 
roads,  I  plan  to  initiate  a  program  that  will  gradually  bring 
these  roads  to  such  a  standard  that  maintenance  costs  will 
decrease  and  access  for  residents  will  be  improved. 

Although,  in  1973,  brush  and  tall  grass  were  removed  where 
they  obstructed  view  at  intersections  and  corners  and  roadside 
grass  was  cut  once;  it  is  my  hope  that  a  beautification  program 
can  be  put  into  effect  that  will  include  regular  mowing  and 
roadside  maintenance. 

I  have  attended  Planning  Board  and  Board  of  Adjustment 
meetings  when  requested.  I  have  sought  to  keep  the  Selectmen 
informed  as  to  the  progress  of  various  projects  and  to  plan  with 
them  for  the  initiation  of  new  highway  programs.  I  wish  to 
thank  the  Selectmen,  the  Town  Office  Staff,  and  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  their  cooperation  and  add  a  special  note  of  apprecia- 
tion to  Chief  Dockham  and  his  patrolmen  for  their  constant 
and  reliable  reports  of  weather  conditions  and  other  highway

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Fire  Chief's  Report 

The  year  1973  has  been  another  rewarding  year  for  the 
Fire  Department. 

The  members  and  myself  would  like  to  sincerely  thank  the 
Selectmen's  Secretary,  Tax  Collector  and  all  others  that  have 
assisted  us  this  past  year. 

It  was  very  gratifying  to  me  when  I  learned  that  effective 
January  15,  1973  the  Town  of  Rye  went  from  a  "C"  E-2  to  a 
"C"  E-3  Town.  This  means  that  the  people  who  live  between 
two  and  three  miles  from  the  fire  station,  with  no  hydrant  pro- 
tection, should  get  a  reduction  in  their  fire  insurance  premium. 
This  is  the  second  rate  reduction  Rye  has  received  within  one 
year. 

Article  19,  of  the  1973  Town  Warrent,  was  approved  with 
the  amendment.  Due  to  a  technicality  in  the  wording  of  the 
article  the  truck  was  not  ordered.  There  will  be  another  article 
in  this  years  warrent  for  authorization  to  have  the  Selectmen 
order  a  new  fire  truck. 

On  Sunday,  April  29,  1973,  in  conjunction  with  Greenland, 
Hampton,  New  Castle,  North  Hampton  and  Rye,  a  large 
diameter  hose  relay  exercise  was  conducted.  The  purpose  of  the 
relay  exercise  was  first  to  provide  experience  and  training  in  the 
use  of  large  diameter  hose,  which  is  comparatively  new  in  the 
Seacoast  Area,  and  secondly  to  provide  additional  information 
in  pre-planning  of  the  Farragut  Hotel. 

The  source  of  water  was  the  Eel  Pond  on  Rt.  1-A.  By  relay 
pumping  through  the  large  diameted  hose,  we  were  able  to 
flow  750  gallons  of  water  per  minute  3100  feet  away. 

On  October  17,  1973  we  held  another  pre-plan,  of  the 
large  buildings  in  the  area  of  the  Harvest  House  on  Washington 
Road.  This  proved  to  be  very  successful.  With  the  cooperation 
of  North  Hampton  and  Greenland,  we  were  hoping  for  a  flow 
of  water  at  the  Harvest  House,  from  the  Rye  Water  District 
water   tank  on  Washington   Road,   of  750   gallons  per  minute 
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through    large   diameter    hose.    We    received    1105    gallons    per 
minute  at  the  Harvest  House.  Very  gratifying  results. 

There  will  be  an  article  in  the  Town  Warrant  to  see  i£  the 
Town  will  adopt  the  N.F.P.A.  Life  Safety  Code  101,  1973  edition. 
This  code  deals  with  lite  safety  from  fire  and  like  emergencies. 
Adoption  of  this  article  will  give  the  local  authority  the  juris- 
diction to  enforce  the  safety  measures  listed  in  the  code. 

Through  membership  in  the  Seacoast  Fire  Officers  Assn.,  we 
now  have  available  the  use  of  an  Air  Cascade  System  24  hours 
a  day.  This  system  is  used  to  recharge  the  tanks  used  on  our 
self-contained  breathing  units. 

Your  Fire  Department  responded  to  112  calls  this  year  com- 
pared to  100  calls  for  the  year  1972.  Here  is  a  list  of  calls  for 
1973:  Rubbish,  brush  and  grass  25;  Vehicle  fires,  accidents  and 
gas  wash  downs  19;  Building  and  chimney  15;  Electrical  wiring, 
appliances  and  lighting  strikes  11;  Smoke  and  gas  odors  8;  Public 
assist  7;  Ambulance  assist  7;  Check  fires  without  permits  and 
burning  at  unauthorized  time  4;  Fire  alarm  check  1;  Flooded 
oil  burners  1;  Leaking  oil  tank  1;  Mutual  aid  to  Portsmouth  6; 
Mutual  aid  to  North  Hampton  2;  Mutual  aid  to  Hampton  Falls 
and  Stratham  1  call  each.  Rye  received  mutual  aid  from  Ports- 
mouth once  and  North  Hampton  twice. 

The  annual  Christmas  Party  was  held  in  conjunction  with 
the  Rye  Lions  Club  and  the  Rye  VFW  Post  with  some  300 
children  greeted  by  Santa. 

The  department  issued  a  total  of  279  permits  for  fires  on 
the  beach. 

The  department  would  like  to  thank  the  Fire  Department 
Ladies  Auxiliary  for  their  fine  work  assisting  us  this  past  year.

Please  be  advised  of  the  Penalty  for  kindling  a  fire  without 
a  permit,  $200.00,  or  imprisonment  not  more  than  sixty  days. 
Penalty  for  kindling  a  fire  willfully,  or  in  a  careless  or  imprudent 
manner,  $500.00,  or  imprisonment  not  more  than  one  year,  or 
both. 

The  Fire  Department  issued  397  outside  burning  permits 
for  the  year  of  1973.

Rye  Police  Department 

The  Rye  Police  Department  continues  to  thank  everyone 
who  helped  the  Department  this  past  year. 

With  the  work-load  being  heavier,  because  of  the  increase 
in  crime,  there  is  a  cruiser  on  the  road  twenty-four  hours  a  day. 
If  a  citizen  of  Rye  should  see  or  hear  anything  of  a  questionable 
nature,  please  call  the  Police  station  at  the  time  it  is  seen  or 
heard,  not  an  hour  or  day  later.  It  is  too  late  then.  We  need  the 
citizens  help  in  order  to  function  properly.  With  the  cruiser 
out  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  we  have  a  chance  to  check  out  the 
alleged  discrepancy  at  the  time  it  is  happening. 

The  men  of  the  Police  Department  are  asking  for  the  help 
and  support  of  the  citizens  of  Rye,  in  getting  the  pay  for  a 
patrolman  up  where  it  will  be  equal  with  the  surrounding 
towns,  and  towns  throughout  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Even  though  they  are  not  asking  to  be  equal  with  what  a 
patrolman  makes  in  the  City  of  Portsmouth,  it  costs  a  policeman 
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working  tor  the  Town  of  Rye  just  as  much  to  live  in  Rye  as  it 
does  a  poKceman  to  hve  that  works  for  the  City  of  Portsmouth 
and  any  other  Town  or  City  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  some  of  the  work  load  and  items 
that  were  handled  by  this  Department  during  the  past  year.  The 
Department  talked  with  71  juveniles  for  different  matters  of 
which  6  were  brought  before  Juvenile  Court.  The  Court  found 
no  reasons  to  send  any  of  the  6  to  the  Youth  Development 
Center  for  evaluation,  testing  and  schooling.

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Rye   Municipal   Court 

During  the  past  year  the  Rye  Municipal  Court  has  seen 
several  changes  which  have  been  necessary  for  many  reasons. 

As  this  year's  court  docket  increased  to  387  cases,  it  became 
necessary  to  hold  two  regular  weekly  sessions  from  June  through 
October.  There  were  also  several  special  sessions  held  to  ac- 
commodate the  demand  for  hearings.  This  demand,  along  with 
a  more  detailed  system  of  reporting,  recording  and  accounting, 
having  been  recommended  by  the  Administrative  Committee  of 
Municipal  and  District  Courts,  and  implemented  by  the  Court, 
accounted  for  additional  time  and  effort.  This,  however,  is  in 
keeping  with  our  efforts  to  standardize  the  administrative  pro- 
cedures of  the  Court  with  the  entire  New  Hampshire  Judicial 
System. 

Due  to  the  length  and  time  required  for  hearings  and  as 
the  Court  was  experiencing  some  difficulty  in  offenders'  atten- 
dance at  court  during  the  regularly  scheduled  sessions  and  the 
increased  demand  of  time,  new  hearing  days  and  hours  have 
been  instituted.  Regular  sessions  will  be  conducted  on  every 
Monday  evening  at  7:00  p.m.  During  the  months  of  June,  July, 
August  and  September  an  additional  session  will  be  held  on 
Thursday  evening  at  7:00  p.m.  This  second  day  will  be  devoted 
to  hearing  contested  cases.  Special  hearings  will  be  arranged 
for  emergency  situations,  felonies  and  juvenile  cases  as  the  need 
arises. 

The  Court  invisions  an  increasing  involvement  in  pro- 
cedures as  the  State  is  now  implimenting  the  new  criminal  code. 
The  impact  of  this  change  has  not  been  evaluated  because  it 
has  only  been  in  effect  for  a  relatively  short  period.  It  will, 
however,  place  a  larger  demand  for  administrative  procedures 
and  adjustments  as  the  new  year  progresses. 

However,  as  in  the  past,  with  the  continued  cooperation 
of  all  local,  county,  and  state  law  enforcement  agencies  the 
difficulty  that  may  be  experienced  will  be  minimal. 

The  Court  would   like   to   take   this  opportunity   again   to 
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express  our  confidence  and  appreciation  to  the  personnel  of  the 
Rye  PoHce  Department,  N.  H.  State  Police  and  the  N.  H.  Fish 
and  Game  Department  for  their  cooperation. 

A  special  acknowledgement  is  extended  to  the  Selectmen 
for  their  continued  help  and  support  of  the  Court  for  this  and 
years  past.

Planning  Board 

The  Rye  Planning  Board  is  comprised  of  seven  members 
each  of  which  has  been  appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 

One  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  Planning  Board  is  the 
approval  of  plans  for  subdivisions.  Prior  to  the  approval  of 
those  plans,  the  Board  holds  a  public  hearing  for  each  potential 
subdivision.  In  this  connection,  the  Board  has  held  a  total  of 
eleven  public  hearings.  All  of  those  hearings  have  not  been 
for  house  lots,  e.g.,  addition  of  land  to  an  existing  lot  to  increase 
lot  size.  However,  the  Board  has  approved  eleven  house  lots. 
It  is  anticipated  that  more  plans  for  subdivisions  will  be 
presented  for  approval  in  the  future. 

At  the  last  j)ublic  hearing,  the  voters  approved  an  article 
in  the  Town  Warrant  for  the  Planning  Board  to  hold  public 
hearings  regarding  the  removal  of  trees  on  scenic  roads.  As  a 
result  of  that  approval,  the  Board  held  one  public  hearing  for 
the  removal  of  trees.

The  Major  function  oi  this  Board  is  to  act  on  Appeals  from 
the  terms  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  It  hears,  decides,  and  reviews 
appeals  from  any  order,  requirement  or  decision  made  by  an 
administrative  enforcing  official.  It  also  hears  and  decides  special 
exceptions  to  the  zoning  ordinance. 

The  Board  consists  of  five  members  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  with  varying  terms  of  five  years  each.  The 
members  for  this  year  are:  E.  Pete  Tucker,  chairman,  William 
Ashley,  Eric  Ebbeson,  Marjorie  Gifford,  and  Albert  Jee. 

Meetings  are  held  as  required  but  are  regularly  scheduled 
for  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  the  Rye  Public  Library. 
Notices  of -public  meetings  are  posted  on  the  bulletin  boards 
at  the  Fire  Department  and  Public  Library  with  a  legal  notice 
printed  in  the  Portsmouth  Herald. 

During  the  past  year  19  applications  were  processed,  of 
these,  9  were  approved  and  10  disapproved. 

Nineteen  seventy-four  could  be  a  year  of  decision  making 
which  would  have  a  lasting  effect  on  the  future  development 
of  the  Town.  We  wish  to  thank  the  residents  and  officials  of 
Rye  for  their  interest  in  proper  zoning  procedures  and  assure 
you  that  we  shall  continue  to  act  in  accordance  with  the  best 
interests  for  the  Town.

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Report  of  the  Building  Inspector 

1973  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Building  Inspector 
because  as  the  population  increases  and  more  people  are  moving 
out  of  the  cities,  the  search  for  suitable  building  sites  goes  on 
and  on.  The  supply  does  not  meet  the  demand  so  the  result  is 
that  people  are  forever  trying  to  obtain  building  i^ermits  for 
construction  on  land  that  cannot  support  a  sewage  system  that 
meets  the  minimum  requirements  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
or  the  Town  of  Rye,  therefore,  the  request  for  a  building  permit 
has  to  be  denied. 

There  were  144  building  permits  issued  this  year;  48  for 
new  construction;  78  for  additions,  repairs  and  remodeling;  10 
for  new  fences  or  stone  walls;  3  for  swimming  pools;  2  for 
operating  gravel  pits;  1  for  a  new  sign;  1  for  a  change  of  land 
use;  and  1  to  demolish  a  building. 

There  were  69  sewage  system  installation  inspections,  many 
of  which  required  a  visit  to  the  property  2  or  3  times  before 
they  could  be  approved  as  meeting  the  required  specifications. 

There  were  also  12  violation  complaints  of  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  or  Building  Code  that  were  investigated  and  if  the 
Building  Inspector  was  unable  to  get  the  parties  involved  to 
comply  with  the  Ordinance,  they  were  turned  over  to  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  (Council  for  proper  action  and  enforcement.

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Library  Report 


The  library  circulation  continued  to  increase  this  last  year 
and  reached  the  figure  of  32,110  books  and  materials.  The  final 
count  was  14,844  adult  fiction,  8281  non-fiction,  8276  juvenile, 
696  records,  and  16  films.  653  new  books  were  purchased  and 
several  records  and  one  film  were  added  to  the  collections. 

The  Staff  and  Trustees  are  especially  pleased  that  the 
children's  books  are  used  more  each  year  and  hope  to  see  this 
trend  continue.  Each  Wednesday  morning  a  story  hour  is  con- 
ducted by  Mrs.  Philbrick,  who,  in  addition  to  stories  and  films, 
has  had  several  parties  and  a  puppet  show.  All  pre-schoolers 
are  welcome  at  these  programs. 

During  the  year  there  were  many  special  features.  The  4-H 
Camera  Club-did  a  photography  exhibit  and  the  Ocean  Waves 
and  Driftwood  4-H  Clubs  a  handicraft  exhibit.  There  was  a 
picture  exhibit  by  Conservation  and  a  two  day  film  preview  by 
the  North  Country  Libraries  Film  Cooperative.  Several  local 
artists  loaned  paintings  and  individual  collections  for  display. 
The  State  book  selection  exhibit  and  meeting  were  held  in  the 
Library.  Children's  book  week  was  observed  by  an  art  exhibit 
by  the  Elementary  School,  and  the  annual  Christmas  tree  was 
provided  by  the  Cub  Scouts,  using  decorations  representing 
different  countries  made  by  the  Scouis. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library,  under  Mrs.  Ruth  Rock,  have 
been  active  and  helpful  in  many  ways.  The  club  sponsored  the 
annual  hobby  show  in  April.  A  food  sale  and  several  card  parties 
were  held  and  twelve  small  chairs  were  purchased  for  the  chil- 
dren's hour.  Mrs.  Rock  commissioned  an  oil  painting  of  Helen 
Trefethen,  former  librarian.  This  was  hung  in  the  Helen 
Trefethen  room.  This  conference  room  is  being  used  regularly 
by  Town  groups  for  civic,  recreational,  and  educational  activities. 
Any  group  wishing  to  use  it  should  make  arrangements  to  do 
so  with  the  librarian. 

Several  local  organizations  and  individuals  have  shown 
their  interest  in  and  support  of  the  library  by  generous  gifts, 
and  the  Trustees  and  Staff  thank  all  of  them  for  making  possible 
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additional  services  we  could  not  otherwise  make  available  to 
our  patrons.  We  are  delighted  with  the  large  memorial  fund 
in  honor  of  Ronald  Macdonald  which  will  make  it  possible 
to  create  a  special  area  to  preserve  old  books  and  papers,  some- 
thing we  have  long  felt  a  need  for. 

Mrs.  Cameron  graduated  this  year  from  the  UNH  Library 
courses  and  is  now  a  qualified  librarian.  Both  she  and  the 
librarian  have  continued  to  be  active  in  the  Southeast  District 
of  the  State  Library  system  to  which  our  library  belongs.  Meet- 
ings, conventions,  and  study  sessions  have  been  attended  and 
the  librarian  is  again  chairman  of  the  Planning  Board  for  the 
Southeast  District  Advisory  Council.  The  Trustees  feel  that 
these  professional  activities  help  the  Staff  to  be  more  responsive 
to  today's  trends  in  library  services  and  thus  help  all  of  us  who 
use  the  library. 

During  the  year  some  new  tables,  some  small  children's 
chairs,  a  paperback  book  rack,  and  some  office  equipment  have 
been  purchased.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  install  a 
copying  machine  for  use  by  our  patrons  at  a  small  fee.  A  new 
and,  we  feel,  much  improved  system  of  keeping  financial  records 
has  been  adopted  by  the  Trustees. 

The  Trustees  meet  regularly  the  first  Monday  of  each  month 
at  8:30  a.m.  and  these  meetings  are  open  to  the  public.

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Rye  Recreation  Commission 

This  year,  1973,  could  very  well  be  a  turning  point  tor  the 
Commission.  Many  of  our  citizens  felt  that  more  should  be  done 
to  provide  recreational  facilities  for  all  of  the  townspeople. 
Initial  plans  have  been  made  for  construction  of  tennis  courts 
in  the  area  and  if  the  article  presented  at  Town  Meeting, 
1974,  is  passed,  we  could  have  a  tennis  facility  before  the  end 
of  the  year.  This  will  be  a  major  project,  but  we  feel  that  with 
the  growth  and  popularity  of  tennis,  it  will  serve  all  ages. 
Tennis  programs  could  also  be  developed  on  a  self  supporting 
basis  as  the  need  arises. 

An  attempt  to  put  in  a  skating  rink  has  also  been  under- 
taken. Through  donations  of  time  and  material  from  many 
people,  an  area  has  been  boarded  up  on  the  Little  League 
field  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  build  up  a  layer  of  ice  for 
skating.  Weather  is  a  prime  factor  in  such  an  undertaking,  but 
the  effort  is  being  made.  If  successful,  a  permanent  site  could 
be  selected  for  future  years. 

The  Little  League  field  was  the  site  of  the  1973  Regional 
Championships  and  many  compliments  were  received  on  the 
facility.  Tentative  plans  are  being  made  to  host  the  1974  State 
Championships  in  Rye.  The  quality  of  the  Little  League  field 
continues  to  improve,  several  rows  of  bleachers  were  installed, 
a  water  system  with  drinking  fountain  was  put  in,  a  parking 
space  for  40-50  cars  was  cleared  as  well  as  a  new  access  road  to 
facilitate  entry  and  exit. 

Our  summer  recreation  program  was  held  this  year  under 
the  direction  t)f  Mr.  Paul  Cuetara  and  staff.  This  program 
provides  a  place  for  the  youngster  to  go  who  wants  to  be 
creative  with  arts  and  crafts,  or  participate  in  a  variety  of  in- 
formally organized  fun  sports.  Games  were  also  held  with  teams 
from  neighboring  communities  which  proved  to  be  very  re- 
warding. Several  group  bus  trips  were  taken  on  a  pay  as  you 
go  basis  to  local  amusement  areas. 

We  as  a  commission  are  pleased  with  what  has  been  done, 
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and  more  important,  with  what  we  hope  will  develop.  We 
encourage  the  use  of  the  Rye  Recreation  Area  and  ask  only 
that  we  be  called  so  as  to  avoid  conflicts.  We  want  to  thank  the 
many  organizations  as  well  as  individuals  who  have  contributed 
so  much  in  order  to  make  the  Rec  Area  a  place  of  which  we 
can  all  be  proud. 


Rye  Conservation  Commission 

ACTIVITIES  OF   1973 

Much  of  the  time  and  effort  of  the  Commission  has  been 
taken  up  with  the  complications  of  land  acquisition.  In  March, 
purchase  arrangements  were  completed  for  a  tract  of  42  acres 
on  Brackett  Road.  Of  this,  30  acres  are  saltmarsh,  and  12  acres 
are  wooded.  An  article  has  been  written  describing  the  ecology 
and  history  of  the  "Massacre  Marsh"  tract.  Copies  can  be 
furnished  on  request. 

In  June  a  parcel  of  1.44  acres  was  donated  to  the  Conserva- 
tion Commission.  This  is  on  1-A  near  Rye  Harbor  beside  the 
highway  bridge.  This  is  a  particularly  good  spot  to  examine  the 
lower  edge  of  saltmarsh  and  the  estuary  creak.  Massacre  Marsh, 
on  the  other  hand,  offers  the  chance  to  examine  the  upper  edge 
of  saltmarsh. 

Memorial  tree  planting  has  been  handled  through  the  Rye 
Conservation  Fund,  in  memory  of  Edgar  Rand,  at  the  request 
of  his  family.  Donations  totaled  $316.00.  A  total  of  18  trees 
were  set  out  spring  and  fall,  at  a  total  cost  of  $165.00.  Planting 
will  be  continued  in  1974. 

Local  development  proposals  have  been  closely  watched 
by  our  commission.  We  fight  to  prevent  encroachment  on  wet- 
lands, salt  or  fresh.  We  provide  various  local  or  state  boards 
with  site  evaluation  as  we  feel  it  is  needed.  We  point  out 
possible  problems  as  we  see  them. 

As  a  means  of  defining  wetland  areas  more  clearly,  we  have 
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arranged  for  a  revision  of  soils  mapping  for  Rye,  through  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service.  Field  work  has  been  completed,  but 
due  to  illness,  the  final  mapping  has  been  delayed. 

Commission  members  have  had  a  hand  in  various  projects. 
A  plant  list  for  Rye  has  been  compiled  over  the  past  several 
years.  An  interpretive  collection  of  plant  specimens  has  been 
started,  with  identity  help  from  UNH  Botany  Dept.  Assistance 
was  rendered  at  the  Odiorne  Park  Nature  Center.  We  assisted 
in  planning  for  the  Nature  Trail  at  the  Rye  Elementary  School. 

We  feel  it  would  be  premature  for  the  Commission  to  take 
a  stand  on  the  Olympic  Refinery  proposal  until  more  specific 
information  has  been  submitted  to  the  town.  We  urge  citizens 
to  approach  the  question  from  an  informational  vantage  point. 
Where  Pipelines  are  of  particular  concern  for  Rye,  we  have 
prepared  a  3-page  report,  based  on  a  talk  to^  our  Commission 
by  Prof.  Hochgraf,  Metalurgist.  Copies  are  available.  In  site 
evaluation,  and  study  of  environmental  factors  relating  tO'  Rye, 
the  Commission  members  expect  to  be  involved  in  the  coming 
year.

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Report  of  Cemetery  Trustees 

To  the  Citizens  of  Rye: 

The  new  area  oi  expansion  in  the  Cemetery  is  about  com- 
pleted. We  had  one  more  small  project  we  had  hoped  to  finish 
this  year  but  were  not  able  to  do  it.  With  enough  funds  left  to 
take  care  of  it,  we  hope  to  have  it  done  this  coming  year. 

In  my  report  last  year  I  made  some  remarks  about  the  use 
of  snomobiles  in  the  cemetery.  Last  year  Mr.  Caswell  talked  with 
some  of  the  operators  and  told  them  if  they  wanted  to  cross  the 
cemeaery  to  the  recreation  area,  to  use  the  driveways.  He  told 
them  he  wanted  them  to  keep  off  the  back  section  which  is  all 
lawn  and  not  to  drive  over  burial  lots.  After  the  first  storm  this 
year,  Mr.  Caswell  and  I  were  in  here  tO'  find  that  with  less  than 
one  inch  of  cover,  sno-mobilers  had  been  in  the  new  section 
spinning  their  machines  around  and  ripping  up  the  sod. 

It  was  decided  to  ban  all  sno-mobiling  and  the  cemetery  was 
so  posted.  After  the  second  small  storm  in  January  we  were  in 
the  cemetery  and  that  large  lawn  area  looked  as  though  the 
Army  Tank  Corps  had  been  on  maneuvers.  The  entire  area  was 
cut  up  —  even  some  on  the  burial  areas. 

As  the  owners  have  no  respect  for  the  cemetery  or  the 
damage  they  do  to  it,  we  must  try  to  stop  it. 

I  am  told  we  have  a  State  Agency  who  has  charge  of  sno- 
mobiles and  I  intend  to  apply  to  them  for  some  protection.

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Report  of  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  1973 

A  record  amount  of  income  was  turned  over  to  the  Library 
Trustees  during  this  year  —  $3,081.70.  This  was  an  increase  of 
$656.84  over  the  previous  year.  This  increase  was  the  result  of 
a  full  year's  income  from,  the  Martha  Dudley  Fund  received 
during  1972. 

The  Dalton  Fund  is  for  the  care  and  beautification  of  Rye 
Central  Cemetery.  A  gift  was  received  from  Mr.  Willard  Drake 
of  Washington  Road  in  memory  of  his  wife.  This  gift  of 
12,655.15  represents  approximately  one-half  the  cost  of  the  con- 
struction of  a  finished  stone  wall  along  the  front  land  of  the 
cemetery  on  Central  Road.  The  balance  of  the  cost  will  be  paid 
from  the  Dalton  Fund  income  account  during  January  1974. 
We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Drake  for  his  gift  to  the  Town  of  Rye. 

Eighteen  new  perpetual  care  cemetery  funds  totaling  $4,700 
were  received.  The  sale  of  cemetery  lots  produced  $3,450,  which 
was  turnd  over  to  the  town. 

There  were  many  changes  in  the  Miscellaneous  Funds.  An 
additional  $7,000  was  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
the  purchase  of  fire  equipment.  A  gift  of  $400  from  the  Rye 
Junior  Women  was  added  to  the  Rye  Recreation  All  Purpose 
Court  Fund.  The  Rye  Conservation  Commission  requested  and 
received  $12,000  for  the  purchase  of  land  on  Brackett  Road. 
The  town  added  $5,000  to  the  Rye  Conservation  Commission 
Fund  for  1973.  Additional  gifts  were  received  and  added  to  the 
Rye  Conservation  Commission  Fund.  Mr.  Ralph  Brown  donated 
$125.00  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Tallman  $10.00.  Memorial 
gifts  totaling  $326.00  were  received  from  the  many  friends  of  Mr. 
Edgar  Rand. 

A  new  town  Capital  Reserve  Fund  of  $10,000  was  established 
for  revenue  sharing.

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Dog  Officer's  Report 

In  last  year's  report  I  asked  and  strongly  recommended  that 
the  fine  ot  .^10.00  on  Article  15  of  the  Town  Dog  Ordinance 
be  changed  to  run  with  the  $50.00  fine  carried  by  the 
other  Ordinances.  This  was  so  voted  at  the  Town  Meet- 
ing. This  has  slowed  the  running  of  the  dogs  down  but  still  has 
not  stopped.  I  will  say  it  really  showed  the  day-time  running 
of  dogs,  although  they  show  up  from  time  to  time  at  the  schools, 
but  has  increased  the  running  at  night  after  dark  and  during  the 
early  hours  of  sunlight  in  the  morning.  With  this  happening 
it  has  increased  the  amount  of  dogs  being  killed  on  the  roads. 
I  want  to  stress  to  the  residents  of  Rye  that  the  Ordinance  runs 
24  hours  a  day,  not  just  through  the  day-time  hours  and  that 
they  are  just  as  liable  for  Court  Action  for  a  dog  running  at 
night  as  they  are  during  the  day. 

I  would  also  like  to  stress  that  all  dogs  in  Rye  are  to  be 
licensed  when  they  are  3  months  old  and  that  the  dog  must  have 
his  license  tag  and  rabid  tag  on  when  outside.  Any  dog  that 
has  not  either  tag  on  can  and  will  be  picked  up  and  owners  will 
have  a  kennel  bill  to  pay,  and  the  dog  will  not  be  released  until 
proof  of  license  and  rabies  tag  has  been  shown.  Recurrence  of 
this  can  end  up  with  a  Court  appearance  under  the  State  law 
and  Town  Ordinance.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Rye  on  Tuesday  the  sixth  day  of  March,  next,  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  vote  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  a  Treasurer  and 
a  Highway  Agent  for  the  ensuing  year  and  a  Selectman,  a 
Cemetery  Trustee,  a  Library  Trustee,  a  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds 
and  to  elect  two  members  of  the  Budget  Committee  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

Article  2,  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the 
Rye  School  District  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  procedure 
adopted  by  said  District  at  its  March    1962   annual   meeting. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  zoning  Laws,  Chapter  4- A,  as  follows: 

4-A     CONDOMINIUMS 

(1)  Definition:  The  term  "condominium  development" 
shall  mean  a  specific  subdivision  development  in  which  there 
is  to  be  constructed  either  single-unit  or  multi-unit  dwellings 
or  a  combination  of  each  type,  each  of  whose  resident  enjoys 
exclusive  ownership  of  his  individual  unit,  holding  a  fee  simple 
title  thereto  and  owning  an  undivided  interest  as  a  tenant-in- 
common  in  the  common  facilities  and  areas  of  the  building  or 
buildings  and  grounds  which  are  used  by  all  residents  of  the 
condominium  development. 

(2)  Condominium  District  Location:  The  condomin- 
ium district  shall  be  that  portion  of  the  Town  of  Rye  which 
is  bounded  on  the  northerly  side  of  Pioneer  Road  from  Seavey's 
Creek  to  Sagamore  Road  thence  continuing  on  the  easterly 
side  of  Sagamore  Road  to  the  Rye/Portsmouth  Town  Line: 
thence  following  the  Rye/Portsmouth  Town  Line  in  a  north- 
easterly direction  to  the  southeasterly  side  of  Wentworth  Road; 
thence  continuing  along  the  southeasterly  side  of  Wentworth 
Road  to  the  Little  Harbor  Bridge.  Any  districts  within  said 
condominium   district   which   are   presently   zoned   business  or 
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commercial  shall,  in  addition  to  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
retain  their  current  zoning  status. 

(3)  Eligibility:  Any  tract  or  contiguous  tracts  of  land 
to  be  developed  as  a  single  entity  for  condominium  construc- 
tion, as  hereinbefore  defined,  shall  contain  a  minimum  of  75 
acres,  excluding  water  bodies,  wetlands  and  exposed  ledge 
areas.  In  addition,  the  Board  may  approve  tracts  that  are 
divided  by  wetlands,  exposed  ledges  and  bodies  of  water  but 
which  said  tracts  are  connected  by  approved  roadways  within 
a  distance  of  1,000  feet. 

(4)  Permitted  Uses:  Family  dwelling  units  in  single 
family  detached  homes,  or  other  configuration  of  family  dwell- 
ing units  of  the  condominium  type  subject  to  the  other  require- 
ments of  this  section.  Residential  and  accessory  buildings  may 
contain  non-residential  uses  provided  such  non-residental  uses 
are  incidental  to  the  residential  use  and  serve  the  residents  of 
the  development  and  their  guests  only,  and  not  the  community 
at  large. 

(5)  Density  Requirements:  The  maximum  residential 
density  of  construction  on  any  development  under  this  pro- 
vision shall  not  exceed  one  dwelling  unit  per  20,000  square 
feet  of  land  in  the  entire  tract. 

(6)  Setback  Requirements:  No  building  or  structure 
constructed  in  any  such  development  shall  be  constructed  nearer 
than  100  feet  from  any  property  line  of  an  abutting  property 
owner  unless  such  abutting  owner  shall  consent  in  writing, 
and  such  construction  is  approved  as  well  by  the  Planning 
Board.  Front  yard,  side  yard  and  rear  yard  requirements  for 
buildings  located  on  internal  streets  within  such  development 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  setback  requirements  for  single 
residence  districts. 

(7)  Common  Areas:  In  any  condominium  development 
the  common  areas  shall  be  governed  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated 
Chapter  479-a,  paragraphs  1-28  as  amended.  With  regard  to 
common  open  space  area,  regardless  of  the  form  of  ownership 
of  the  dwelling  units,   the  following  provisions  shall  apply: 

A.  In  addition  to  any  applicable  provision  of  New 
Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  Chapter  479-a,  para- 
graphs 1-28,  common  open  space  areas  shall  mean  a  parcel 
of  land  or  area  of  water  or  combination  thereof  designed  and 
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intended  for  the  benefit  and  enjoyment  of  the  residents  of  the 
condominium  development. 

B.  Areas  devoted  to  street,  rights  of  way,  vehicular 
parking  or  utility  services  shall  not  be  considered  as  a  common 
open  space. 

C.  Common  open  space  areas  may  contain  accessory 
structures  and  improvements  necessary  and  appropriate  for 
educational,  recreational,  cultural  or  social  uses.  Structures 
within  designated  open  space  areas  devoted  to  such  uses  will 
not  occupy  in  excess  of  10%  of  open  space  area  and  may  be 
operated  on  a  membership  basis  whereby  membership  is  re- 
stricted to  all  residents  of  the  condominium  development  and 
their  guests  only. 

(8)  Height  Requirements:  No  building  constructed  in 
any  such  development  shall  exceed   35   feet  in  height. 

(9)  Other  Requirements:  A.  Whether  or  not  actual 
subdivision  of  the  tract  is  contemplated,  all  pertinent  pro- 
visions of  the  subdivision  regulations  and  Section  4  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Rye  and  Building  Reg- 
ulations of  the  Town  of  Rye  shall  be  complied  with,  including 
but  not  limited  to,  street  design  and  construction  standards, 
the  filing  of  a  bond  for  improvements,  and  the  filing  of  pre- 
liminary and  final  plats.  In  the  event  that  the  development 
is  designed  in  such  a  fashion  that  individual  structures  and 
the  land  upon  which  they  are  sited  are  to  be  sold  separately, 
the  provisions  of  Section  4  of  this  ordinace  shall  apply  to 
each  such  lot  separately  and  in  addition  to  the  provisions  for 
the  development  as  a  whole,  which  are  contained  herein. 

B.  In  addition  to  any  provisions  controlling  the 
subdivision  of  land  the  Planning  Board  shall  consider  and  ap- 
prove the  following: 

(i)      Height,  bulk  and  area  of  buildings, 
(ii)      Size,  type  and  location  of  signs, 
(iii)      Landscaping    and    screen   planting,    parking 

and  loading  areas, 
(iv)      Access  to  site, 
(v)      Relation    to    the    existing    structures   in    the 

vicinity, 
(vi)      Location,   size,   elevation  of  buildings, 
(vii)      Number  and  type  of  dwelling  units, 
(viii)      Number  and  type  of  structures  designed  for 
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other   permitted   uses. 
(ix)      Location  of  parking  spaces. 
(x)      Location  of  common  open  spaces, 
(xi)      Sewerage    treatment    plant,    ciesign    and    lo- 
cation. 
(xii)       Water  supply   and  fire  protection  plan, 
(xiii)       Power   and   utilities   plan. 

C.  In  the  event  it  is  determined  that  the  proposed 
improvements  are  not  in  harmony  with  the  surroundings,  the 
Planning  Board  shall  confer  with  the  applicant  in  an  endeavor 
to  have  plans  changed  or  modified.  Applications  for  the  con- 
struction of  any  condominium  development  as  herein  set  forth 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  of  Rye 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Planning  Board, 
as  in  the  case  of  a  subdivision,  provided,  however,  the  Plan- 
ning Board  shall  have  the  right  to  refuse  the  approval  of  any 
condominium  development. 

(10)  Modification  —  Abandonment:  Plans  for  a  con- 
dominium development  may  be  modified  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  for  initial  approval.  Failure  to  diligently  pursue 
construction  of  such  development  or  a  portion  thereof  for  a 
period  exceeding  two  years  shall  constitute  abandonment  of 
the  plan  or  pertinent  portion  thereof  and  shall  render  all  per- 
mits issued  for  that  portion  null  and  void.  Where  appearance 
or  habitability  of  any  such  development  or  any  portion  thereof 
has  been  destroyed  or  interfered  with  by  fire,  flood,  wind  or 
other  means,  the  buildings  or  areas  shall  be  restored  or  removed 
as  directed  by  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rezone 
the  following  described  property  from  "single  residence"  to 
"commercial": 

"A  certain  tract  or  parcel  of  land  on  the  easterly  side  of 
U.S.  Route  #1  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  an  iron  pin  on  the  easterly  side  of  U.S. 
Route  #1  at  the  northwesterly  corner  of  land  now  or  for- 
merly of  Beres:  thence  turning  and  running  south  25°  30' 
West  a  distance  of  162  feet  more  or  less  to  a  point  at  land  now 
or  formerly  of  Ham;  thence  turning  and  running  north  41°  44' 
east  a  distance  of  303.31  feet  more  or  less  along  said  land  now 
or  formerly  of  said  Ham  to  a  point  at  land  now  or  formerly 
of  Corbett  and  Brennan;  thence  turning  and  running  westerly 
along  said  land  of  Corbett  and  Brennan  a  distance  of  170.17 
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feet  more  or  less  to  an  iron  pin  on  the  easterly  sideline  of  said 
Lafayette  Road;  then  turning  and  running  southwesterly  along

Article  5.  On  petition  of  Ralph  Hammond  and  32 
others  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  of  the  Tov/n  of  Rye  as  follows: 

Section  4  —  Single  Residence  Districts,  Paragraph  F  Area 
of  Lot  per  Family:  No'  building  shall  be  erected  on  ^  ^ot  con- 
taming  less  than  sixty  thousand  (60,000)  square  feet.  The 
frontage  of  any  lot  shall  be  at  least  200  feet  and  depth  of  any 
lot  shall  be  at  least  150  feet,  but  in  combina<"ion  shall  con- 
stitute the  required  area  of  60,000  square  feet. 

This  Article  not  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  au- 
thorize the  Fire  Wards  to  order  a  new  filre  truck  for  delivery 
in  April  of  1974  to  be  paid  by  appropriation  from  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  established  for  such  purpose,  said  appropriation 
to  be  made  in   1974. 

Article  20.  (a)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
accept  the  budget  submitted  by  the  Budget  Committee  and  pass 
any  vote  in  relation  thereto,  and 

(b)  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  21.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting.

1973.
